Modifications Likely In Civil Rights Bill 


It is now becoming obvious that fur- 


ther modifications will be made in the 
"Civil Rights Bill in the Senate. This has 
been the objective of the 19 Southern 
Senators who have been conducting the 
-filibuster against 
Senate 
action. 
They 


knew from the start they could_not defeat 
the bill but they hoped they could use the 
^filibuster as a trading tool for modifica- 
tions. 
J~ And despite President Johnson's in- 
-sistence on passage as is,, there has been 
considerable sentiment among some of the 
^bill's supporters to modify its terms, not- 
ably the Republican minority leader, Sen- 
ator Dirksen. 
- - Last week the Democratic 
majority 


leader. Senator Mansfield, joined Dirksen 
'in submitting an amendment to try to 
meet southern objections that the right to 
-a jury trial is denied under the bill. Their 
amendment would leave it up to the judge 
AvJiether to grant a defendant a jury trial 
"under contempt proceedings, but if the 
judge does not grant the defendant a jury 
trial the punishment would be limited to 
a $300 fire or 30 days in jail. 


Senators Dirksen and Mansfield hoped 


their offer would persuade the southern 
opposition to let the Senate start voting on 
•amendments to the bill this week. But 
the Southerners are still not satisfied, and 
-action will be delayed at least until next 
week. 


Senator Dirksen has also 
announced 


that he has a number of amendments he 
will introduce applying to the employment 
section of the bill.* 
* 
* 


Meanwhile the public debate continues. 
Unfortunately some of that debate is 


on completely illogical grounds 
Liter- 


ature distributed by southern opponents 
quoting the bill as originally introduced 
and before the House passed some 28 
amendments still forms the basis for many 
of the arguments. 


Senator Nelson has been one of the 


more effective proponents in pointing out 
some of the fallacies of this type of debate. 
In his newsletter this week, for instance, 
he points out that the Shorewood Herald 
and its sister publications have reproduced 
a purported copy of the bill distributed by 
the Coordinating Committee for Funda- 
mental American Freedoms, financed by 
Mississippi state tax money. It makes no 
mention of a number of 
objectionable 


features amended out of the bill by the 
House, despite the fact the House acted 
last November. 


In another newsletter Senator Nelson 


discussed the matter of whether the gov- 
ernment can "legislate morals." which is 
the basis for many people's objections. He 
wrote: 


"Whether we can legislate morals or 


not, I think every qualified 
American 


citizen is entitled to vote. Whether we can 
or cannot eradicate all racial and religious 
preiudice, I do not see how we can deny a 
colored child the right to use a public 
school or a public park paid for in part by 
his parents' taxes. Even if we feel that the 
long range solution to the racial problem 
must come from long, slow changes rather 


than through legislation, I do not see how 
we can expect these changes to take place 
if Negro children are denied a right to an 
education and the right to a job, in an 
age when no one can progress up the 
economic or social ladder without an edu- 
cation and a substantial income." 
*

There are a number of valid arguments 


against sections of the Civil Rights Bill, but 
those who disagree should at least stick 
to the bill as it is now written and confine 
themselves to specifics rather than gen- 
eralities. 


Roy Wilkins, secretary of the NAACP, 


made the point recently that Negroes are 
not asking white people to give them cer- 
tain additional rights. "These are not 
rights it is within any group's power to 
give to another," he declared, "these are 
rights we were born with." 


The specific rights the bill deals with 


are the right to vote, the right to enter 
accommodations 
open 
to 
the 
public, 


whether private or government owned, the 
right to attend the appropriate local public 
school and public-supported colleges, the 
right to share in federally-financed 
pro- 


grams, and the right to a job. 


Some of these rights are guaranteed 


all American citizens by the constitution, 
as it is interpreted by the U. S. Supreme 
Court. The bill merely gives the federal 
government more authority in seeing to it 
that state and local authorities do not in- 
terfere. These would include the right to 
vote, the right to use public-supported 
facilities, to attend public schools and to 
participate in federal programs. 


In the matter of the right to enter pub- 


lic accommodations privately owned and 
operated, the bill asserts federal authority 
in a new field, and justifies the right of 
Congress to legislate in this field under 
the 14th Amendment and its right to reg- 
ulate interstate commerce. But there is 
also some justification for federal author- 
ity in this field in common law. 


Probably the most questionable section 


of the bill is that dealing with employ- 
ment. Here also the bill asserts the au- 
thority of Congress to legislate in a new 
field, the right of all American citizens to 
a job without discrimination. 


Is the right to a job the same as the 


right to vote or to the benefits of tax- 
supported institutions and programs7 Is 
employment 
something every American 


has coming to him or must he earn that 
right? 


It can be logically argued that an em- 


ployer who has risked his own capital to 
create a job has the right to discriminate 
among the persons he jhires for the jobs 
he has created with his own initiative. 
Maybe he doesn't want to hire anyone 
who wears a beard, or only Scandinavians. 


We predicted in an earlier editorial 


that the employment section would under- 
go considerable modification before it is 
passed by the Senate. It is even conceiv- 
able that this section might be eliminated 
entirely. And it might be well to consider 
this as separate legislation at a later date 
when the atmosphere is not ?o charged 
with emotion. 


How 'Neutralism' Works 


The utter futility of "neutralism" solv- 


ing the problems of a nation split among 
right wing, Communist and middle ground 
adherents was once more indicated in the 
coup in Laos. And yet that country is so 
bedeviled by confusion that it is hard to 
know from here exactly whether any sort 
of solution can soon be found. 


The military right wing group over- 


threw the government.of neutralist Prince 
Souvanna Phouma and placed him under 
house arrest. But the United States appar- 
ently warned about a loss of aid so right 
wing spokesmen agreed that the Pnnce 
could try to form a government if he 
wished but first he had to resign 
as 


premier. United States pressure appar- 
ently came from the fear that a right wing 
government would draw tMe renewed fire 
of the Communist Pathet Lao and we have 
our hands full enough with the Viet Cong 
in South Viet Nam. 


There is a comic opera tinse to the 


Laotian story since many of the principals 
are related regardless of their political al- 
legiances. But they can hardly be blamed 
for their vagueness; the Geneva confer- 
ence set it up that way. And the real 
failure in the whole mess is that of the 
International Control 
Commission, once 


more an impossible body. 


The commission has representatives of 


the free world, of Communist countries, 


and of neutralists who bite their nails for 
fear they might become aligned with one 
side or the other. The result has been 
absolute impotence. Alleged violations of 
the truce by the Pathet Lao cannot be in- 
vestigated because the Polish representa- 
tive opposes it and the Indian delegate 
rides the fence. Souvanna Phouma could 
make no rnaior decisions without the con- 
currence of the right wing and the Com- 
munist factions, and the deputy premier, 
Souphanouvong, is always off in the north 
with the Pathet Lao because he says the 
right wing controls Vientiane 
And the 


king of Laos. Savang Vatthana, appears to 
have practically nothing at all to say about 
anything 


It iust may be that this continued state 


of confused crisis is the best thing at pres- 
ent for Laos. We can assume from our 
experiences in Viet Nam that we are not 
going to send troops to fight in the area. 
Our leadership, unlike that of the British 
when they led the Malayans to defeat the 
Communist guerrillas, bogs down because 
of a fear of expanding a limited war 
And 


it begins to be apparent that this lack of 
firm leadership is beginning to influence 
more and more people in Southeast Asia. 
We may still have some leverage over Laos 
through threats to cut off foreign aid But 
what if Thailand begins to waver next?

One may be a delinquent act, 
showing real disturbance; an- 
other may be a superficial re- 
bellion; and the third may be

nothing more. Unless we know 
the dynamics behind the overt 
act, we know little. 


Two young women, in their 


early 20s, are sexually chaste, 
which is pleasing to their par- 
ents. But the first is so be- 
cause of positive and healthy 
reas-ons, because she respects 
herself and knows the proper 
balance between love and sex; 
the second is so because of 
negative reasons, because of 
rigid training and morbid (not 
realistic) fears. Which of the 
two is really "moral"? Which 
will have the strength and joy 
for a productive life in later 
years? The "chastity" tells us 
nothing. 


What is true of morality is 


equally true of all such ab- 
stract virtues — courage, sac- 
rifice, piety, patriotism. Every 
act has its inner content, and 
acts that seem alike on the 
surface can spring from quite 
different 
motivations a n d 


needs. Only those genuinely 
close to the person can know 
— and then, often with diffi- 
culty — whether the soil be- 
neath the act is wholesome or 
tainted. 


We use "judgment" as a 


substitute 
for 
"understand- 


ing." The parent says to the 
adolescent child, "You don't 
respect me" — which may be 
true enough. But the parent 
rarely asks why, how did this 
happen, what does it mean, 
and who is to blame for this? 
Such questions are 
painful, 


and the answers are usually 
no less so. But by avoiding 
them, we can never know the 
individual, the truly existent 
— only the dead maxim, the 
abstract rule, the generaliza- 
tion that covers but does not 
wai m.

Greeks were the castle itself 
and the high point of the Nico- 
sia - Kyrenia highway, a pass 
over the mountains about a mile 
east of the castle. 


Capture of these points would 


remove the last important Turk- 
ish threat to the Kyrenia area, 
on the north coast of the island, 
and would isolate Turkish vil- 
lages on the mountainsides. 


The Turks have controlled the 


highway since the start of the 
civil war between the Greek and 
Turkish Cypriots last Christmas 
season. With the pass in their 
hands, the Greeks could drive 
south and open the rest of the 
road to traffic between the 
capital and the Kyrenia.
